DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The language of the claims is narrative and unclear to the point where it is unclear what 
the metes and bounds of the invention are. Claim 1 for example, describes the 
'memorization unit " memorizing information indicative of the pulse sequence. A few 
lines below in the same claim, the scan unit is described as configured to scan the 
object using the "pulse sequence" memorized in the memorization unit. A pulse 
sequence and information indicative of a pulse sequence are not one and the same. 
The description in claim 1 relating to the "pre-pulse formed to be reduced in an 
application rate to the RF excitation, cannot be understood and is unclear at best. 
The specific deficiencies of the claims are too numerous to be mentioned individually. 
Applicant is urged to rewrite the claims in accordance with US practice. The present 
version of the claims, appear to be a literal translation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1 -16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ookawa 
Pub. No: US 2001/0004211. 

As best understood, the claims at issue are anticipated by Ookawa. Ookawa discloses a 
MR method that uses pre-pulses in a segmented k-space acquisition scheme as shown 
in Fig.6. Note that k-space is divided into regions and that memory would be present in 
computer unit 12 of Fig. 1 . 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Polzin, Pauly and Haase et al. all disclose segmented data 
acquisition methods for MRI. Note the abstract of each of the disclosures. Dixon 
discloses a prepulsing method for MRI. Note the general applicability of this method to a 
myriad of conventional imaging sequences as described by Dixon.
